ROCKET PLUNGES 
INTO YARD, MAKER 
SOUGHT BY POLICE 


The maker of a home-made 
rocket which plunged into a 
yard on the East Side Friday is 
being sought by police. 

Charles Szyhowski, 6 Robin 
court, St. Clair county, found 
smoke pouring from an- object 
in his back. yard. He called Il- 
linois highway patrolmen’ and 
they in turn summoned demoli- 
tion experts from-the Granite 
City Engineers Depot. 

The object was a missile con- 
structed of thin metal pipe. It 
was three feet long and one inch 
in diameter, with a. wooden nose 
cone and three metal fins at- 
tached to the body with screws. 
It landed 40 feet from a propane 
tank, striking with such force 
that.the nose was émbedded a 
foot in the ground. 

The rocket apparently had 
been fueled by a mixture of sul- 
phur and zinc, demolition ex- 
perts reported, adding that it 
had not traveled far. Police are 
questioning residents of Park- 
field Terrace, a subdivision three 
miles south of East St. Louis.

Development work on more 
advanced manned space vehicles, 
such as a two-man laboratory 
that would stay in space for a 
week, has been delayed for a 
year. 

Other space research projects 
have been curtailed or sacrificed 
in order to provide funds for the 
man-in-space program known as 
Project Mercury. 

Report to Senate Committee. 

The crimp that a tight budget, 
combined with unforeseen high 
costs, is placing on the man-in- 
space program was outlined by 
the National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration in a report 
on Project Mercury, published 
by the Senate Space Committee. 

From the report, it was ap- 
parent that the space agency was 
intent on keeping Project Mer- 
cury—its top priority program 
—on schedule. But to accom- 
plish this, the Space Agency was 
being forced to dip into the funds 
allocated for other research 
projects. 

There were. obvious political 
undertones in the report—under- 
tones that will become a prin- 
cipal theme in the controversy 
now developing over the Admin- 
istration’s handling of the space 
program. 

The Space Agency is intent on 
demonstrating that the space 
program has been hurt and de- 
layed by a $30,000,000 cut that 
Congress imposed on the space 
budget last summer.

ILLEGAL COM 


Inspectors Note Rise in 
Basket Sales of Un- 
treated Fuel for 
Space Heating. 


‘Police assistance will be sought 
to curb an increasing number of 
sales of illegal soft coal in vio- 
lation of the smoke control ordi- 
Smoke Commissioner 
James H. Carter said yesterday. 

Departmental inspectors have 
discovered more illegal coal 
being peddled by the basket here 
this winter than had been found 
in other recent years, he dis- 
closed. Few violations of the 
ordinance are being found among 
large-scale users and distributors 
of solid fuels, 


The violation most frequently 


discovered is sale of untreated 


soft coal by the basket for space 
heating purposes. Use of this 
fuel is prohibited except when 
treated or burned in mechanical 
devices to eliminate smoky com- 
bustion. 


Apparent reason for the rise 


in the sale of illegal fuel has 
been discontinuance 


of the manu- 
facture of a variety of briquette 
by a firm im Franklin County, 
Ill, Carter said. These were 
made of soft coal, met the pro- 
vision of the ordinance, and were 
cheaper than other types of solid. 
fuels which can be sold in basket 
quantities, he noted. 

Now some peddlers have be- 
gun sale of untreated soft coal 
because of the higher prices for 
other types of fuel. 


Carter said he also was at- 
tempting to get some of the 
manufacturers of bri- 
quettes, which usually are oil 
treated and made of harder 
varieties of coal, to make 
briquettes of soft coal. 

This again would provide a 
legal smokeless fuel, he said, at 
prices attractive to those who 
purchase it in small quantities.

Requiring of School Sprinkler 


Systems Is Called Unrealistic 


Fire Protection Association Official Says 
‘They Are Not Needed in 
All Cases. 


Requiring sprinkler systems 
throughout all school buildings 
which are not entirely of fire 
resistant construction is un- 
realistic, an authority on fire 
safety told the Post-Dispatch 
yesterday. 

Robert S. Moulton of Boston, 
technical secretary of the Na- 
tional Fire Protection Associa- 
tion, said “sprinklers are not 
needed where all stairways can 
be inclosed and stairway doors 
kept shut.” 

Under a school fire safety or- 
dinance adopted by the Board of 
Aldermen last September, 
schools are required to install 
sprinkler systems throughout all 
buildings not entirely of fire re- 
sistant construction. One-hundred 
and eighteen public schools are 
in this category. 

Officials of St. Louis public, 
' parochial and Lutheran schools 
have been critical of the or- 
dinance, contending that it de- 
mands costly fire protection 
steps which are not necessary to 
protect the children. 

Difference in ‘Safety’ 

Commenting on the sprinkler 
requirement in the St. Louis or- 
dinance, Moulton said “there is 
a great deal of confusion be- 
tween life safety and property 
safety.” 

For property safety, he said, 
sprinklers are the best protec- 
tion. For life safety, the es- 
sential elements are early detec- 
tion of a blaze and providing a 
sufficient number of protected 
exits from a building. 


“If a school building has an 
insufficient number of inclosed 
stairwells leading directly out- 
side, or has stairwells that can- 
not be completely inclosed, then 
sprinklers are definitely needed,” 
Moulton said. 

Moulton said a special com- 
mittee of the National Fire Pro- 
| tection Association is preparing

for school buildings. 


said 74 of the 118 schools requir- 
ing sprinklers under the new or- 
dinance are actually of fire re- 
sistant construction, but cannot 
be so classified. 

This is because they have 
roofs of wood or some other 
non-resistive material, he said. 


‘However, they have concrete 


ceilings under the roofs, protect- 
ing the interior of the building 
from the flammable roof, he 
pointed out. 

Cost of Other | 

Dessau estimated that the im- 
provements required under the 
ordinance would cost $8,400,000, 
iincluding $4,275,000 for sprinkler 
systems in 118 schools. 

Other changes the ordinance 
would require are: Inclosing 
stairwells in nine buildings, $80,- 
000; new fire alarm systems in 
119 buildings, $456,000; illuminat- 
ed exit signs in 129 buildings, 
$230,000; inclosing boiler rooms 
in 16 buildings, $112,000; elim- 
inating storerooms under stair- 
ways, $125,000. 

Replacing 60 basement class- 
rooms, $2,000,000, including new 
sites; replacing two schools of 
wood construction, $500,000; fire- 
stopping wood joists in basement 
ceilings, $20,000; fire extinguish- 
ers for every 2000 square feet of 
floor space, $91,000; special out- 
door. storage cabinets for flam- 
mable materials, $10,000; fire 
doors on 200 boiler rooms, $44,- 
000, and flame-proofing drapes 
and curtains, $3500, 

In addition Dessau estimated 
it would cost $25,000 a year to 
maintain the sprinkler system 
and $5000 a year to maintain 
the fire alarm system, ’ 

The school board plans to sub- 
mit a bond issue to the voters 
this spring. Included will be 
funds for fire protection.

CONFESSES 
SECOND TIME 


PAINESVILLE, 0O., Jan. 2 
(AP)—Floyd E. Hargrove today 
admitted for a second time he 
fired a sniper bullet that killed 
his lover’s husband, Charles R. 
Clark of Mentor, on Christmas 
eve, Sheriff William B. Evans 
said. 

Hargrove, with whom Clark’s 
wife, Lois, 30 years old, a former 
model, had admitted an eight- 
mofth love affair. earlier last 
year, had confessed the shooting 
a week ago but later repudiated 
his statement. He said he loved 
Mrs. Clark and made up that ad- 
mission to-spare her the strain 
of further investigation. 

The new oral admission from 
the 35-year-old delivery truck 
driver, a divorced father of five, 


he bought a .22-caliber, bolt- 
action rifle the day before the 


Police Chief Frank D. Hathy 
of Mentor said handwriting ex- 
perts had agreed a card filled 
out at a used gun dealer’s store 
in nearby Chardon Dec. 23 was 
written by Hargrove. He said a 
witness corroborated the pur- 
chase and had become a confi- 
dante of the man who bought it. 

Search for Rifle. 

A hunt got under way prompt- 
ly for the rifle. Hathy said Har- 
grove mentioned at least three 
locations where it might be 
found. A preliminary check 
failed to turn up the weapon. 

In the statement he made a 
week ago and repudiated later, 
Hargrove said he threw the rifle 
into Lake Erie. Failure of skin 
divers to find it at the spot. Har- 
grove described, and the results 
of a polygraph test given him 
Monday, resulted in authorities 
concluding his admission was 
false.

Butch long since has gone 
the place where all good dogs go, 
but the performances of other 
waterfowl retrievers continue to 
delight sportsmen. y hunters 
enjoy watching dogs work as 
much as they relish shooting at 
the birds. 


One never tires of seeing re- 
trievers jump without hesitation 
into bitterly cold water to get a 
downed duck. -A retriever will 
mouth the duck, swim back to 
the blind, give up the bird and 
resume its gor letting winter 
winds dry its 

Ed Dwyer, a St. ‘Louisan who 
has observed selectively-bred re- 
trievers on many hunting trips in 
many places, believes a Chesa- 
peake can stand the cold better 
than other dogs. 

He says the Chesapeake ac- 
tually has two coats—one o 
rough hair and another, close to 
the skin, composed of fine hair. 

Dwyer recalls seeing a Chesa- 
peake, on sub-zero days, plung- 
ing into water holes on_ ice- 
covered lakes—a chilly swim 
which Labradors found just a 
little too tough to tackle. 

In extreme weather, a Labra- 
dor sometimes will seek shelter 
from wintry blasts around the 
duck blind, but a Chesapeake 
will remain stolidly on its stand, 
Dwyer says. 

Dogs usually develop individu- 
al characteristics. Butch, which 
spent many of its hunting days 
at Stuttgart, Ark., had a disdain 
for spoonbills and bluebills. It 
would swim out but refuse to 
pick up either a spoonbill, a fish- 
eating duck occasionally brought 
down by inexperienced hunters, 
or a bluebill, which is good. to

Home Mortgage Credit to Confinoe 
In Limited Supply, Cost More 


Home mortgage ‘credit will 
continue to be in limited supply 
in 1960, and probably will be 
more expensive than in 1959, 
W. O. DuVall, president of the 
United States Savings and Loan 
League, predicts. 

In a year-end statement, Du- 
Vall said that home mortgage 
money will be tighter and home 
loan interest rates higher, on 
the average, than in 1959, 

The league, headed by DuVall, 
is comprised of more than 4600 
savings and loan institutions, 
which make more than 40 per 
cent of all home loans in the 


United States. 
Traces Outlook. 
DuVall traced the cloudy out- 
look for homé finance to the

rent prosperity—is more intense 
than it has been for 30 years, 
and we are finding out, once 
again, that housing and real es- 
tate activity are adversely af- 
fected-when money is so tight.” 


With the exception of savings 
and loan associations, DuVall 
predicted that 1960 investments 
of investors in the home mort- 


gage field will show a sharp 
decline below 1959. 


“A savings and loan associa- 
tion is, by law, largely limited 
in its investment powers to fi- 
nancing homes,”’ said DuVall. 
“On the other: hand, life insur- 
ance companies and commercial 
banks have considerably broader 
investment powers, and. these 
lenders are finding it desirable 
and profitable to divert some of 
their funds from home mort- 
gages to corporate and commer- 
cial investments and loans.”

FHA Resists 
Plea to 
Cut Equity 


By EDWARD COWAN 


WASHINGTON, D.C. (UPI— 
The Federal Housing Adminis- 
tration (FHA) is resisting de- 
mands that it cut down payments 


for home buyers who get FHA- 


insured loans. 

Congress authorized FHA in 
1959 to lower cash payments on 
houses valued at more thah $13,- 
500. Homes with FHA-insured 
mortgages which are valued to 
$18,000 would get. relatively 
greater reductions in down- 
payment than houses in higher 
brackets. 

‘FHA Commissioner Julian H. 
Zimmerman.-has delayed putting 
lower down payments into effect 
and has no plan to do so soon. 
His reason is that the current 
slump in residential construc- 
tion is due mainly to tightness 
in the mortgage money market, 
not lack of buying demand. 

With the supply of loan money 
short, - bringing more potential 
buyers into the market 
not lead to more home buildin?, 
Zimmerman However, 
he has not eliminated the possi- 
bility of | the minimum 
down payments later in the year, 
if he feels there is a need for 
such action to stimulate buiding. 


Pressure From. Builders. 


The present cash payment 
schedule calls for 3 per cent 
down on the first $13,500 of val- 
ue, 15 per cent on the next $2500, 
and 30 per cent on everything. 
above $16,000. 

Under the 1959 housing act, 
the middle bracket could be 
stretched to $18,000 and the per- 
centage of down payment cut 
from 15 to 10. Above $18,000 the 
cash ratio would be 30 per 
cent. Thus, middle-priced houses 
would get relatively more of a

- BEGINNING WEDNESDAY, the 
reconvened Eighty-sixth Congress 
will offer a national stage for Vice 
Président Richard M.-Nixon and 
four Democratic Senators te display 
their talents and veil their. short- 
comings for the larger production 
with a four-year run—the presi- 
dency of the United States. 


The Democratic Senators — Majority 


Leader Lyndon B. Johnson of ‘Texas, John 
F. Kennedy of Massachusetts, Stuart 
Symington of Missouri and Hubert H. 
Humphrey of Minnesota—will be cast in 
aggressive featured roles making the most 
of their individual specializations. 


NIXON, the Republican rising star, will 
be forced to defend the Eisenhower Ad- 
ministration’s performance of the last 
seven years and at the same time will try 
to demonstrate he alone is able to cope 
‘with even. more dramatic situations in the 
years ahead. - 

‘The final eurtain will be rung down on 
the second session after a. relatively brief 
engagement of six months. This is neces- 
sary to enable the Democratic and Repub- 
lican’ principals to compete with lesser 
kriown actors, former Governor Adlai E. 
Stevenson of Illinois’ excepted, at the na- 
tional political conventions in Los Angeles 
and Chicago. : 

Because this is a-national election year 
and the second session will be so short, 
dialogue and posturing will take precedence 
over plot and positive achievement. Only 
the most pressing legislative necessities 
will_end up on the statute books and in 
the federal budget. The debates, roll calls 
and probable vetoes by President. Eisen- 
hower, however, will be important. They 
will supply the information needed- for 
intelligent appraisal of the basic stands of 
the two-parties and the qualifications of 
the candidates for the presidency, the 
Senate and the House. 

With the President constitutionally re- 
sponsible for the conduct of foreign affairs, 
Congress. must conceritrfate on domestic 
issues. This does not -preclude debate, 
pi mange and appropriations on national 

mutual security, scientific education 
and projects to compete with the Soviet 
Union and international trade. 

Available evidence indicates that the Re- 

publicans intend to capitalize on President 


East and his scheduled journeys to Paris, 
Moscow and Brazil. This is summed up in 
the slogan ‘Peace and Prosperity,’’ which 
the Democrats have not yet been able to 
match in voter appeals. 

The Republican plans and publicity for 
the second session and subsequent national 
elections will be outlined in President 
Eisenhower’s State of the Union address, 
in person, to a joint session on Thursday, 
his budget ‘recommendation for :this and 
the next fiscal year on’ Jan. 18, and his 
economic report on Jan. 20. He was putting 
the final touches to these documents this 
week during his working vacation at the 
Augusta National Golf Club. 

These and later special messages, the 
Democratic congressional leaders, espe- 
cially the presidential candidates, will 
criticize and revise to make their own 
record with the objectivé of showing that 
they are better informed and more forward 
looking than their Republican opposite 
numbers. 


AS A RESULT of the 1958 congressional 
elections, the Democrats have huge ma- 
jorities in both chambers—281_ Democrats 
to 153 Republicans in. the House, where 
there are three vacancies, and 65 to 35 in 
the Senate. Theoretically, the Democrats

Yet American experience 
with the Know-Nothings, the Ku Klux Klan 
and similar outfits, has shown that their meth- 
ods inevitably attract this lunatic fringe, giv- 
ing it a certain status and boldness. Nobody 
knew better than Hitler how to exploit this 
element. ) ; 


Unhappily, such excesses invite counter- 
measures in kind. 


Antipathy to Hitlerism and anxiety to dem- 
onstrate that they will not tolerate anything 
like it could tempt German officials to rash 
action. These demonstrations may be a seri- 
ous test of post-war German democracy. It 
can meet this test not merely by speedy and 
sharp action against the crack-pots. Counter- 
measures must be deliberate and fully within 
the spirit of the laws. 


Where genuine freedom prevails, it will be 
abused from time to time by the prejudiced, 
the bigots, the fanatics, and by twisted and 
frustrated minds. These should not escape 
the orderly process of justice. Yet it is even 
more important to discover the breeding- 
spots of this sinister spirit. The churches, 
the schools, the press, the radio and ajl the. 
agencies of organized,society should enlist in 
more than just a passing barrage of denuncia- 


tion. They must endeavor, day in and day . 


out, to help in developing and maintaining 
the spirit of decency, toleration, fair play and 
justice. This spirit will be outraged by bigotry, 
but it will always be aware that an outrage 
cannot be exterminated by another outrage.

Vice President Nixon’s entry into the steel 
wage negotiations is a most interesting devel- 
opment—all the more so since Gov.

But there is, it seems to us, solid 
ground for bringing into question the 
manner in which society renders its 
judgment. On this ground, the claims 


of both defendants have a clear and » 


urgent ring of validity. 

Again and again, Dr. Davis told 
Congressmen investigating him in 1954 
that they had no right to pry into his 
personal convictions and associations. 
Government has no authority to in- 
quire into the political beliefs of the 
electorate, he claimed, and to do so 
amounts to nothing less than the ex- 
ertion of official pressure to secure 
conformity of belief and behavior. 

Dr. Uphaus, while willing enough 
to discuss his own beliefs and affilia-

-A historian has described England's 
condition just five years before the acces- 
sion of Elizabeth I as “bankrupt in faith, 
in morals, in finances, and in the ‘politics 
of Europe’’; and a contemporary spoke of 
his country as “this scarce discerned isle 
thrust from the world”. 

- For on the very eve of its greatness 
England was a backward, sluggish, stay- 
at-home nation, without spirit, national 
purpose or ambition. The story of the 
miraculous change that occurred after the 
great queen came to the throne is one 
that can scarcely fail to stir the blood and 
revive hope in human destiny. For the 
fact is that boldness, daring and enter- 


prise became stamped all over that is- 


land race just as soon as they found a 
purpose great enough for them to give 
their lives to and big enough to absorb 
their energies. 

AND SO IT surely can be again for 
America. For once again, if only we 
have eyes to see—that essential vision— 
we have an opportunity and a challenge 


comparable to the Elizabethan’s. They 


found a New World ready for the taking. 
We have a New World too, ready for the 
making. Only this new world will not be 
built on imperialism but on the idea of 
human brotherhood: it will be a world 
community governed by law, nurtured in 
freedom, and dedicated to the proposition 
that all men are created equal.

He was among “the first to recognize the 
genius of Emily Dickinson, Frank Norris, 
Stephen Crane, and Hamlin Garland; he 
helped Booth Tarkington, Edward Eggles- 
ton, Robert Herrick, E. A. Robinson, 
Robert Frost, Conrad Aiken, and Edgar 
Lee Masters. His literary taste was closer 
to being infallible than anyone else’s at 
the time. 

His review in 1899 of Veblen’s “Theory 
of the Leisure Class’’ was far more 
sympathetic than most. A socialist for the 
last half of his life, he was much con- 
cerned about the Gilded Age and the 
march of American self-righteousness 
across Panama, Cuba, and the Philip- 
pines. He adm Edward Bellamy and 
the radicalism of Tolstoy and Henry 
George. 

“Among the intellectuals,” writes 
Brooks, “Howells was alone, or virtually 
alone, in publicly defending’’ the “‘Chicago 
anarchists” who were convicted after the 
Haymarket riot. 


ALTHOUGH BROOKS’S own com- 


ments on Howells’. novels are rather or- 
dinary, his ability to create the “‘Age of 
Howells” compensates for the thinness 
of the criticism of the novels. While he 
admits that Howells “without doubt” 
wrote “too much,” he commends him for 
“breaking new ground in each of his later 
novels and essays of travel’; he “never 
showed any sclerosis of the imagination.” 

Despite the many recent studies of 
Howells and his books, he still remains 


“unrevived,” while James and Mark . 


Twain continue to grow in the public 
esteem. To help one find out how much 
reviving Howells warrants, we have this 
delightful literary biography, although 
Brooks himself would recommend “The 
Rise of Silas Lapham” or “A Modern 
Instance.” —_.

But this book was, I suppose, inevitable as a manifestation of 
an interesting, if to some puzzling, aspect of book writing as it 
is practiced today. And despite my carping, Mr. Kane prob- 
ably will have the last laugh. In line with today’s trend, a 
man writes a book about his experiences writing books.

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Defense Spending Revisions 


To Have Important Effect on 


_ Many Cities in the Next Year 


Trend to Be Toward 


Increasing Emphasis 


on Missiles and Nuclear Ships — 
Manned Aircraft, Conventional Ves- 
sels, Ammunition to Be Pared.

WASHINGTON,. Jan. 2 (AP)—Important shifts in defense 
spending, ordeted as budget-balancing moves, will have a major 
economic impact on many American communities in the year 


ahead. 

To hold defense spending to 
about 41 billion dollars, fiscal 
planners have decreed that some 
programs must be scrapped, cut 
back or stretched out to make 
room for costly new projects 
deemed more essential. Just 
where the reductions and in- 
ereases will come has not been 


- spelled out in detail. However, 


the trend will be toward increas- 
ing emphasis on missiles arid 
nuclear ships and cuts ih 
manned aircraft, conventional 
vessels, ammunition and ve- 
‘hicles. 


Communities which have a big 
stake in programs due for the 
ax will feel the pinch. On the 
other hand, those which snag 
the expanded projects can look 
forward to new prosperity. 


Actually, this sort of thing 
happened in 1959. Aircraft cen- 
ters were particularly hard hit 
as the military canceled out a 
series of fighter plane programs. | 
The outlook, therefore, is for | 
more of the same in 1960. The | 
national impact will not be | 
great, however, because cuts in 
one spot will be offset by in- 
creases elsewhere. 

Goods and Services. 

The effect of federal outlays 
on the poeneny is often meas- 
ured in terms of of spas for 
goods and‘ services, Goods in- 
Gee everything from paper 

to missiles, while piety 
e from laundry charges 
the President’s salary. 

Altogether, the- United States 
buys more than 10 per cent of 
all the goods and services pro- 
duced each year. 

In 1960, spending for items in 
these categories -is expected to 
change very little from the 1959 
level—about 5344 billion dollars. 
Economists. say the 1960 totdt 
may hit 54 billion dollars but is 
unlikely to go much higher. 
They base this forecast on the 
determination of the Administra- 
tion to keep a lid on defense 
outlays, which account for about 
80 per cent of the total. 


The biggest uncertainty, they 
say, the cost of the farm 
nat re program. Agricul- 
tural production is at record 
levels and could force an in- 
crease over the current outlays 
of more than four billions a 
year. However, the Agriculture 
Department looks for no in- 
crease because much of the 
added production involves live- 
stock not covered by the sup- 
port program. 

Spending Increase. 

Even if the Administration can 
hold the line on purchases of 
goods and services, total budget 
spending will increase. . How- 
ever, very few of the budget 
hikes will involve goods and 
services. They will represent 
higher interest payments on. the 
national debt and boosts in vari- 
ous pension and benefits pro- 
grams: 

The economic impact of these 
hikes may be more than offset 
by higher tax receipts. Start- 
ing Jan. 1, Social Security tax 
rates will be boosted by one- 
sixth. In addition, individuals 
and business men will pay more 
in income and profits taxes if 
the boom continues as govern- 
ment economists expect. 

In other words, the govern- 
ment may take in more money 
than it puts out under all its 
programs, including those which 
don’t show up in the budget.

The Kaiser agreement provides 
for a 2214-cent hourly wage pack- 
age over a 20-month period and 
a joint committee to study work 
rules and company-suggested cost 
savings plans. 

Several smaller firms followed 
the pattern set by Kaiser, the 
nation’s ninth largest producer. 
The big producers, however, said 


’ the Kaiser pact was too costly 


and was inadequate on the work 
rules issue. 

Early. in October, President 
Eisenhower said the strike was 
threatening the nation’s econ- 
omy. He invoked the Taft-Hart- 
ley law and the injunction went 
into effect Nov. 7. Mills went 
into operation immediately. 

Within a month production had 
returned to more than 90 per 
cent of capacity—close to pre- 
strike operating levels. 

Despite the fast recovery in the 
mills, orders lagged far behind 
actual shipments. Steel items 
were expected to remain scarce 
for many months. 

During the strike from July 15 
to Nov. 7, the nation’s reserve 
supply of steel dwindled from an 
abnormal high of 25,000,000 tons 
to less than 8,000,000 tons, with 
some items in shorter supply 
than others. 

Reserves Built Up.

‘Jonged railroad strike, similar 
to that in steel, is inconceivable. 
It was possible to build steel in- 
ventories before the strike. It 
isn’t possible to build transpor- 
tation inventories. 

Piggy-back made further gains 
and passenger service was fur- 
ther reduced. Probably the most 
dramatic event in the latter area 
was ending of all. passenger serv- 
ice by the Cotton Belt (St. Louis- 
Southwestern) after 59 years. 
Six paying passengers rode the 
last train into East St. Louis. 

Some railroads tried to lure 
passengers with reduced - cost 
sleeping accommodations, 
budget-priced meals, other 
come-ons. The Twentieth Cen- 
tury Limited between New York 
and Chicago was restored to its 
all-sleeping car classification. 

Comniuting operations posed 
the biggest problem. New York 
state offered roads some relief, 
but New Jersey voters turned 
down a subsidy plan.

Removal of Warts 


“DEAR DR. MOLNER: My little boy, going on 6, has 
warts all over him and is very conscious of them. We've 
heard’ of surgery to remove them, but we can’t afford it. 
He has 73 warts. I’m afraid this will handicap him in school. 

: son se Is there any medicine for 
this?—MRS. C.M.” 
While warts are a nui- 


numerous, they tend to 
disappear by themselves 
eventually. It isn’t possible 
to predict when this happy 
occurrence will come, but 
it usually does. 
It is possible, and, in 
fact, usually easy to re- 
move any single wart, 
: i either with a high-frequen- 
cy electric current, or with 
DR. MOLNER acids. But when there are 
s0 many, as in your son’s case, it would take quite a long 
time and would be expensive because so many treatments 
would be necessary. After all, 73 is a large number. 
You tell me that the cost would be an important factor 
to you. Even if you were well-to-do, I would think twice be- 


fore trying to have them removed. Having one or two taken |- 


off doesn’t amount to anything, but the soreness and irrita- 
tion, small as it is, would be more than I would want a child 
to contend with, when he has so many. 

Needing medical care, and having money, are two things 
that don’t necessarily go together. In the cities, clinics, city 
physicians, and other such groups are able to fill a good deal 
of the need. Individual physicians, according to their situa- 
tions and inclinations, also do a lot of this work. 


You happen to be in a smaller community. In such 
places, the bulk of the care falls on individual doctors. 
What would I do? 

Were I someone with slim means and needed 
medical care, I wotild go to the doctor and lay all 
the cards on the table. 


> YOU WILL USUALLY FIND that a doctor will work out 
a way. If you can’t pay much, but can pay & little, perhaps 
in installments, tell him so. You'd be astonished if you knew 
how often this is done. 

To get back to the warts, Vitamin A may help. But since 
warts usually go away by themselves, and since there are all 
sorts of forklore remedies like raw potato and heaven knows 
what others, sometimes they SEEM to work because the 
warts were ready to go anyway. When the warts aren t yet 
ready to go, as in your son’s case, these homespun remedies 
don’t work, as you know. Anyway, I'd wait a bit, and tell 
the little boy not to worry about them.

World War Il Shells Containing Tabun Are Being 
Carefully Removed From Bottom of Kiel Harbor 


By C. L. KELLIHER of the PICTURES Steff 


DEADLY HARVEST is underway 
80 feet below the water's surface 
in the harbor at Kiel, Germany. Divers 
are gingerly gathering up 80,000 artil- 
lery shells filled with a lethal German 
nerve which, had it been used in 
World War II, could have killed Allied 
regiments in a matter of minutes. Fear- 
ing retaliation by the Western Powers, 
which held poised their own fearsome 
chemical weapons, the Nazis never 
used the gas. 

The stockpiled shells were discov- 
ered by British occupation forces after 
V-E Day. With unseemly but under- 
standable haste, the projectiles were 
loaded in ships that sailed only to the 


entrance of Kiel Harbor before the dan- 


gerous cargo was dumped into 80 feet 
of water. Recently, it was found that 
salt water had eaten into the aluminum 
fuses, creating the danger of a giant 
underwater blast. Such an explosion 


, could kill fish and endanger humans 
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living near such contaminated waters. 

The divers descend into 
the cold, dark Baltic Sea to put the 
shells in steel baskets. These are 
hauled up to a salvage ship where 
workers in protective rubber ents 
remove the fuses and pack the shells 
in steel barrels. Barrels are to be 
filled with concrete, then dumped into 
the North Sea at depths of 12,000 feet. 

The nerve gas, called tabun, is not 
explosive. But the shells contain 4 
charge designed to explode them and 
thus spray the invisible particles of the 
lethal gas over wide areas. Like other 
such tabun is colorless and odor- 
less. Inhaled, it will cause death in a 
matter of seconds. A very small 
amount on a person's skin would bring 
death. Nerve attack nerve end- 
ings and the muscles controlled by 
these endings. The affected muscles 
can contract but not relax, causing 
paralysis of victim’s breathing process.

Formidable John L. Lewis, Who Reshaped Unionism, 
Bows to Age at 80 and Announces His Retirement

OHN LLEWELLYN LEWIS—the man who press agentry and public polls 


defied Presidents, captains of weney 
and his fellow union leaders, and in the 
process transformed the American labor 
movement—has yielded to age. Nearing 
80, Lewis, who seemingly was fashioned 
to occupy the center of the stage, will soon 
step into the wings by voluntarily giving 
up his job as president of the United Mine 
Workers. 
Hollywood and Madison Avenue, in 
all their glory, would have been hard 
ressed to ‘mold an image such as John L.

were remarkably absent in the formation 
of that image, which particularly in the 
1830s and 1940s aroused loyalties and 
hatreds of the most intense degree.

With this as the 
tool and the UMW’s strength as the power, 
Lewis led drives to organize workers in 
the big mass-production industries, notably 
auto and steel. 

To do so, he broke with the American 
Federation of Labor, whose leadership 
opposed organizing all workers in an in- 
dustry into one union. Preceding the break, 
Lewis had championed this type of union 
through his Committee for Industrial 
Organization, working within the AFL 


framework.. When the AFL executive 
council ordered. the committee to disband, 


the committee formed the Congress of 
Industrial Organizations. 

Lewis envisioned the industrial unions 
as an American answer to problems 
pointed up by the depression and as a 
means of helping to deal with technological 
unemployment. Actually, the CIO never 
became as great a force in the nation’s 
life as he had hoped. He saw a potential 
membership of 25,000,000. At its peak, 
however, the CIO had only about 6,000,000 
members, and was down to 5,200,000 when 
it merged with the AFL in 1955. 

Lewis quit as CIO president in 1940, 
pulled his miners out in 1942, later took 
them back into the AFL, but again left 
the AFL in 1947 with the two memorable 
words: “We disaffiliate.” For the 
decade, the aging arch has been en- 
gaged in helping coal industry boost. 
efficiency in the face of competition from 
natural gas and oil. And when he an- 
nounced his retirement plans, even in- 
dustry leaders had praise for him. From 
the miners in John L. Lewis's union came 
reactions such as this: “He gave us a living 
wage. But even more than that—he gave 
us respect and dignity.”

Yet I have committed no crime unless it 
is a crime to fight for freedom—the kind of freedom 
all Americans enjoy and all true Cubans long to share. 

Most men become revolutionaries because of an 


appetite for adventure, greed for power, or zeal for - 


. reform. A few like myself become revolutionaries by 
accident. Looking back, it hardly seems possible that 
only eight years ago I was a gay young pilot for Q Air- 
ways, commuting between Cuba and Florida, without 
a rebellious thought in my head. 

My years since have been crowded with bloodshed, 
death, glory, terror, and bitterness. There were escapes 
that still make my nerves twang like violin strings. 
Then came our moment of triumph. And finally | 
faced Fidel Castro, a man to whom I had been devoted, 
with a cocked pistol ready to kill him. . 

But I am rushing ahead of my story. Let me go back 
to early 1952, when Dr. Carlos Prio was President of 
Cuba. Accidentally I learned that his rival, Fulgencio 
Batista, planned to take over the government. I passed 
on this information through my father, a caréer gov- 
ernment employe. And on March 10, 1952, as I had 
capenipderwscemibnceriny Aeraalt- migueraaen 

When, later, I met Prio, he seemed genuinely peni- 
_ tent about the corruption in his administration and 
swore he would win back freedom for the Cuban 
people. He was so fervent that I left the interview a 
revolutionary dedicated to the same cause of liberty. 


in those deys it was common for airline pilots to 
smuggle nylons and Scotch into Cuba—something I 


* néver did. Now, however, I started bringing in rifles. 


After .a year, someone whispered to Batista’s secret 
police. They tortured and humiliated my father. Then 
they seized me for 10 days of cross-examination. 
They lacked evidence to hold me, but it was only a 
amatter of time until they would come after me again. 
In a makeshift disguise, I slipped off te Camaguey, 
registered at a hotel under a false name, and planned 


my escape to Haiti with a pilot friend who was going . 


there to dust crops. One murky morning I hid out in 


the grass at the end of the heavily guarded airstrip, 


leaped aboard the plane as it was taxiing, and left my 
homeland behind. 
Now a revolutionary, I went from Port au Prince 


‘to Miami. For the next two years, I worked as busboy 


and dishwasher, In those days, Fidel Castro was only 
‘a name to me. He had attacked the Army barracks at 
Santiago de Cuba on July 26, 1953. For his pains, he 


‘was languishing in a‘ prison cell. 


Slaughter of the Innocents 


When Batista granted amnesty to all political of- 
fenders in 1955, Castro was freed and I hurried home. 
I wanted nothing more than to resume my peaceful 
profession as a pilot. 

But try as I might, I could not close my eyes to 
Batista’s terror. For my own eyes witnessed Batista’s 
police shoot dewn innecent victims. Personal friends 
were tortured and murdered. I myself was falsely ac- 
eused of burning sugar cane and threatened with 
death. Anger boiled up inside me until at last I joined 
Castro’s 26th of July movement and volunteered for 
undercover work. 

My first orders were to sneak out of Cuba and ferry 
weapons to Castro's hide-out in the Sierra Maestra 


Mountains. No one with my background could hope 
to walk into a Cuban airport and catch a flight out of 
the country. I had to create a new personality. 

First I borrowed a passport from Carlos Bastida, a 
sympathetic newspaperman from Ecuador. I tad never 
visited Ecuador, but I became an expert on that coun- 
try. I even learned to talk with an Ecuadorean accent 
and to forge Bastida’s signature. Finally 1 donned a 
Panama hat, dark glasses, and a sports coat that seemed 
appropriate for a South American reporter. Then with 
Frank Fiorini, an American friend of the movement, 
I set out from Santiago to Camaguey. 


“What Are You Doing Here?” 


To give the trip the appearance of an outing, we 
brought along a couple in the back seat. Batista patrols 
stopped us 15 times and frisked us for weapons. But 
they politely left the girl alone; they never suspected 
that this giggling teenager carfied a pistol strapped 
under-her skirt. 

At Camaguey, Frank and I made our ways separately 
to the airport. There I-realized my dark glasees were 
arousing the suspicions of airport plainclothesmen. If 
I kept them on, I would invite’ an interrogation. If | 
took them off, I would risk recognition for I was 
known at every airport in Cuba. I could imagine some 
friend booming out to me, “Pedro Luis, what are. you 
doing here?” 

The plainclothesmen started to approach. With cal- 
culated casualness although my heart was pounding, | 
removed thé glasses, pulled off my hat for good mea¢- 
ure, and strolled innocently around. The police lost 
interest. But right up to the moment the plane doors 
shut, I expected to be recognized. 

From that time on, my work for the revolution was — 
one narrow escape after another. From Miami I went 
to Costa Rica, where I picked up a C-46 loaded with 


rifles, ainda, tink seieniatitn cond 12 recruits. 
(One of them was Hubert Matos, who was to become 
a famous Castro commander and to be rewarded after 
the revolution with command of Camaguey province 
—until he spoke out against Communists. Then he 
was sentenced to die as a traitor.) All were needed 
desperately by Castro, who was expecting a final as- 
sault on his hide-out.

‘ where guerrillas were waiting to unload. Some actually 


wept joyful tears at the sight of the ammunition arriv- 
ing in the nick of time. : 

The road was so narrow that one prop whacked a 
fence post. I could neither repair the damage nor take 
off again before Batista’s patrols spotted the plane.

tains. There, on March 30, 1958, I had my first meeting 
with Fidel Castro. He was overflowing with excite- 
ment and hailed us as “the saviours of Cuba.” At that 
time he had fewer than 400 men, with no ammunition 
except what we had brought. Castro spoke with fervor 
that night. If only his Tommy gun had been a staff, he 
might have passed for a bearded prophet crying in the 
wilderness. His. personality had the glow of a torch. 


A Miraculous Escape _ 


I stayed in the mountains six weeks, fighting with 
the ground troops. Once I wae caught in the open by a 


Batista F-47 fighter. Bullets kicked up the dust all 


around me, but miraculously I wasn’t even scratched. 
When Fidel learned I was risking myself on the 
ground, jhe sent urgent orders that I should stay out 
of the fighting. He had less trouble recruiting soldiers, 


fly weapons into the rugged mountains of the islands. 
Then our forces in the north captured a small, beat- 


badly in- need of overhaul. The only navigational . 


equipment was a compass, which turned out to be 45 
degrees off. But this pitiful plane made up the entire 
rebel Air Force for some months until, for $5,000 
down, I bought a little Cessna 180 in Miami. 

This plane served as our arms airlift. Once, with 
only 300 pounds load limit to spare, I crammed aboard 
1,000 pounds of rifles and ammunition. We were a 
sitting duck for patrols, but the only plane we saw 
overlooked us. Another time, after taking off out of a 
mountain canyon, I had a near-miss with a Batista 
frigate with antiaircraft guns. Still another time I 
was forced to make a storm emergency landing in the 
Everglades. 

One of my missions was to fly weapons to Calabaza 
where Fidel’s brother Raul was in charge of the second 
front. From the first, he impressed me as wild and 
unreliable. When he grumbled that Fidel was getting 
most of the arms, I retorted sharply: “I am not bring- 
ing weapens te you as an individual. I am bringing 
weapons to Cubans who are fighting dictatorship.” 


Later a friend, who has my complete confidence, told 


me a submarine brought in a big haul of weapons for 
Raul. By the uniforms and language of the crew, my 
friend judged the vessel was Russian. 

There were many flights in overloaded planes, 
many landings in the mountains at night without 
lights. But perhaps my narrowest escape came after I 
delivered the arms for Ernesto (Che) Guevara, whom 
I later found out was pro-Communist, to lead the fa- 
mous attack on Santa Clara. I was forced to land in 
an area that Batista’s patrols had under constant 
watch. A hundred waiting guerrillas grabbed the am- 
munition while I hurriedly poured gas into the wing 
tanks from five-gallon cans. Suddenly a Batista B-26 
spotted us and dived down with guns blazing. 


. “Liberty or Death” 


My helpers scattered into the jungle, leaving me 
alone in a hail of bullets. I stood on the wing scream- 
ing “Cowards!” until Faustino Perez, now in charge 
of confiscating Batista property, emerged with two 
others to help me camouflage the plane. Later I dis- 
covered a bullet had pierced the nose tank. One spark 
and the plane would have gone up like a bomb. Since 
we had to assume Batista troops would soon be on 
their way, I struck a match and once more watched 
a precious aircraft go up in flames. 

On August 24, 1958, Fidel appointed me head of the 
rebel Air Foree. My friends had the date inscribed on 
a watch that I still wear. Then, on New Year's Day 
1959, just ome year ago, came our triumph. Batista 
handed over the government and fled the country. I 
was in Costa Rica, picking up another load of weapons, 
when the exciting news came through. When Castro 


appointed me chief of the Cuban Air Force, he did so - 


in a letter that ended with “Libertad O Muerte”— 
Liberty or Death. 
‘ My faith in Castro was first jolted after his trium- 
phant entry into Havana. Throughout the long march, 
adoring Catholic women had pinned holy medals on 
him. I overheard Che Guevara tease him about the 
“decorations” he was wearing. “Listen,” Fidel said, 
“we have to go slow. Most of our people are Catholic. 
We cannot condemn the Church right away. That is a 
power we cannot destroy so easily.” It was the first 
anti-church statement I had heard from him. 

My doubts grew when I accompanied him on his 
official visit to Venezuela. He put on a big act of not 


wanting to meet Venezuela's top Communist, Gustavo 
Machado, Yet he locked himself in a bathroom with 
Machado for two hours. It was the longest talk he 
held with anyone in Venezuela. | 

_ I complained to Fidel that his brother Raul had 
naméd Communists, who hadn’t fired a shot in the 
revolution, as army cemmanders. Fidel replied ear- 
nestly: “I am going to have to dismiss Raul. I am not 
going to let the Communists take over.” 

But Fidel did net dismiss Raul. Instead he put him 
in charge of the armed forces and gave Che Guevara 
control of agrarian reform. My faith in Fidel was 
shaken. Having fought for free speech, I decided to 
put it to the test. But I was wise enough in the ways of 
revolutions to arrange with my brother Sergio Diaz 
Brull to have a boat ready for a quick getaway. Then 
I issued a statement that I was ready to fight any dic- 
tatorship—Batista, Trujillo, or “the worst dictatorship 
in the world, communism.” 


The Cocked Pistol 


_ This was the showdown. Juan Almeida, commander 
of a tank regiment, came with a message that Fidel 
wanted to see me at his home. I strapped on my pistol, 
slipped in a clip of 14 bullets, and removed the safety 
catch. When I faced Castro he erupted like a volcano. 
“Why should you make a statement against com- 
munism?” he demanded. “You will only confuse the 
people. You are not supposed to do anything without 
my consent. I am the one who tells you what to do 
‘and when.” 

Angrily I asked whether he had not become a dic- 
tator himself. Why should I not have freedom to ex- ° 
press my opinions? I was against communism and 
stood by my convictions, I declared. “Remember,” I 
said, “you did not win the tevolution alone. You had 
my help and the help of other friends.” : 

I warned fiercely that.I would not accept arrest or 
go to jail for saying what I believed. To silence me he 
would have to kill me. “You will have t) carry my 
body on your shoulders and explain what has hap- 
pened,” I said. “You will have to explain to the Cuban 
people why I have been killed after speaking against 
communism.” 

My hand was on my pistol, and I was ready to use 
it. Castro looked at me—and at my pistol—hard for 
a moment. He was far from sure whether the Cuban 
people would ‘support him in any action against his 
Air Force chief for being anti-Communist. He backed

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down. “You go home and wait,” he 
growled. “I'll see what I am going to 
do- with you later.” 

If I was to escape, I had to put them 
off balance, if only for a few hours. 
With an indifferent shrug I told Al 
meida I would write a letter of resig- 
nation. All I wanted from life, I said, 
was to go back to my old airline job. I 
said, “Tell Fidel I won’t cause him any 
trouble and I don’t want him to cause 
me any.” Then I added as an after- 
thought: “Don’t put any guards on my 
home or follow me around, interfering 
with my private life.” 

My ruse worked. For the next few 
hours I was unguarded. I got in touch 
with Sergio, prepared my resignation, 
and signed it. Then, with my wife 
Tanie, I hurried to the dock. Fidel’s 
men were watching the airports, but 
apparently it never occurred to them 
that I might go to Miami by beat. 

Yet in my heart I knew I would come 
back. I could not rest until the democ- 
racy I had fought te bring to Cuba had 
been realized. 

In the U.S. I decided not to speak 
out immediately but to wait until events 
showed others that Castro was simply 
exchanging one form of dictatorship 
for another. But I was subpoenaed to 
testify before the Senate Internal Se- 
curity Subcommittee about my knowl- 
edge of communism in Cuba. As a guest 
in your country, I was obliged to tell 
what I knew of this matter. 

For the next few weeks I avoided 
publicity as mere and mere peeple got 
a glimpse behind the beard at the real 
Castro. Then I tried to reach my people. 
Because Castre had denounced me as a 
traitor, I wrote a reply and sent it to 
every Cuban newspaper. Not a single 
one dared print it. 

This was the reason I decided to be 
my own mailman. I had 200,000 cop- 


~~ ies of my letter printed and arranged to

deliver them by air: Frank Fiorini, the

The new royal baby

Due to arrive soon, how will he (or she) 


fit into the British Queen’s family circle?

LONDON. 

T" FOUR OR FIVE WEEKS a handwritten 
announcement, signed by the royal 
physician, will be posted on the railings 
outside Buckingham Palace. This will be 
the signal for bells to clang, guns to boom, 
grins to break out. In pubs and clubs 


- across this nation, Britishers will rejoice, 


and the world will echo their jubilation. 
For the longhand message will state 
simply that Her Most Excellent Majesty, 
Elizabeth II, has given birth to a baby. To 
the British people, any blessed event in 
the royal family is cause for joy, but the 
eagerly awaited newcomer has a special 
significance. He (or she) will be the 
first child born to a reigning monarch in 
103 years. (The last: Queen Victoria’s 
ninth child, Princess Beatrice, born in 
1857.) Elizabeth's present pair arrived be- 


any other in a well-to-do family. Queen 
Elizabeth (Lillibet to her family) is a 
sensible, matter-of-fact young woman who 
dislikes fuss. Of having babies, she says: 
“After all, it is what women are made for.” 


-  Britain’s royal mothers have nearly all 


taken the same attitude. The prolific Vic- 
toria insisted upon following her royal 
routine virtually up to the last minute. She 
barely had time to cancel a dinner party 
before giving birth to Edward VII. 


A Sellout Audience — 


Edward’s wife, the slim, beautiful 
Alexandra, went even one better. Min- 
utes before her first baby arrived, she was 
ice skating with guests at Windsor Park. 
She tripped, sprawled across the ice, and 
was bundled off to the royal lodge. The 
infant was delivered by a local doctor with 
the aid of a lady-in-waiting who had to 
wrap the baby in her petticoat. There was 
no time to summon the royal physicians 


The custom of having official witnesses 
for royal births (now abandoned, to 
Elizabeth's relief) dated back to the 17th 
century when Mary of Modena, wife of 
King James II, quite unexpectedly gave 
birth to a son before 70 courtiers who 
crowded around the royal bed. 

Despite the eyewitness audience, 
rumors spread that the baby had been 
smuggled into St. James’s Palace in a 
warming pan. The prince grew up to be 


known as “The Old Pretender.” There- 
after it became a rule that the Home 
Secretary and other Cabinet ministers 
should be present at all royal births. 
Victoria’s husband, Prince Albert, 
sought unsuccessfully to end what he con- 
sidered a barbarous tradition. And when 
Princess Margaret was born, then-Home 
Secretary J.R. Clynes was kept pacing the 
floor of his room in Glamis Castle for a 
month. Someone had got the date wrong. 
The archaic practice was dropped after 


. Prince Charles’ birth in 1948, so Elizabeth 


will have no witnesses for her new baby. 

She will be attended simply by her 
obstetrician, Dr. John Peel, other royal 
doctors, and a midwife. Until the baby is 
born, she will receive normal, modern 
prenatal care of the best kind. 

If the new arrival is a boy, he will rank 
second to Prince Charles in line of suc- 
cession. If a girl, she will be third in line 
behind Princess Anne. (For the rest of the 
order of succession see box below. )

There is no fixed place for the royal 
birth, but the stork likely will deliver the 
child either to Sandringham or Bucking- 
ham Palace. Since the Queen spends most 
Christmases at Sandringham she may stay 
on and ‘have her baby in the country. She 
will remain in bed 10 days after the birth. 

The royal christening will be held in 
the parish church at Sandringham or in 
the Chapel Royal off the Strand, depend- 
ing on the birth place. The christening 
waters will be brought from the River 
Jordan—a tradition dating, back to the 


Four, going on five: Royal family st 

Not until the christening (usually a 
month after birth) will the names of the 
royal child and his godparents be an- 
nounced. Palace intimates believe Presi- 
dent and Mrs. Eisenhower will be asked 
to be godparents. Although this sounds 
like an international entente in the old 
tradition, the families actually are very 
close, as the President's visits to Britain 
showed. 

The name most favored for a boy is 
Andrew after his paternal grandfather, 
Prince Andrew of Greece. If the infant is 
a girl, she probably will be named Mary 
after her great-grandmother, the late 
Queen Mary. But Charlotte also is a fa- 
vorite name. Whichever is chosen, it will 
be used in full. The Queen dislikes pet 
names. : 

Legally, the baby will not be born a 
prince or princess. The child will rank as 
an ordinary commoner until the Queen 
accords the royal style: His or Her High- 


ness. Other titles will follow. A boy may

Like Prince Charles who collects $24,- 
000 a year from the stdte, the new baby 
will receive a government income. The 
Queen, who has big holdings of her own, 
probably will grant an additional $2,000 
a year. 

Both Elizabeth and Philip have shown 
themselves determined to bring up their 
children as normally as possible with a 
minimum of protocol and publicity. Like 
Charles and Anne, the new baby will be 
reared in the simplest fashion: no per- 
sonal servants beyond a nurse. As soon as 
he is old enough, he will graduate to the 
nursery suite in Buckingham Palace, now 
occupied by Charles and Anne. 


Off to School 


A private tutor will instruct the new 
Prince or Princess in the ABCs, piano, 
and dancing until the seventh birthday. 
Then, in the case of a boy, he will be sent 
off to school. Most likely, he'll follow 
Charles, who went to a private day school 
in Knightsbridge near the Palace. Now 
Charles is a boarder: at Cheam Prepara- 
tory School in Surrey, where his father 
went before him. 

When Charles was created the 21st 
Prince of Wales at the age of 10, he came

Anne. Anne takes her lessons in. the Pal- 
ace schoolroom with two little girls 
brought in from outside to teach her to 
share and to compete.
